Illinois Fruit Crops. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 12.—Speciais from all the 
fruit raising districts of the State report con- 
siderable damage done by the recent freezing 
weather. At Virginia, Iil., only a portion of 
the peach buds were killed. At Hennesey 
all the peaches and pears were ruined. At 
Charleston the buds were very much ad- 
vanced and nine-tenths were killed. At 
Centralia all the early varieties of peaches, 


apples and cherries were killed. The late 
crops are all rigbt. Around Effingham, 
Piken, McLeansboro and Carlinville the dam- 
age Was very great. In the southern oart of 
the State from one-half to three-quarters of 
the buds and berries were killed. HKnough 
remains, however, for fair crops.

Distilled Spirits. 
Special to the Post-Dispaich. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The bill for ex- 
tending without limit the bonded period for 
distilled spirits seems likely to pass the Sen- 
ate without amendment. It seems also prob- 
able that this will be the only relief the pres- 
ent Congress will grant the distilling inter- 
ests except the bill permitting the with- 
drawal tax-free of alcohol to be used in 
manufacture, mixing it with assifotida 
and some other fragrant articles to insure 
that it willnot be used for drinking pur- 
poses. As the first mentioned bill is a very 
important one to a very large interest of your 
city it may be worth while to give its provis- 
ions in detail. 


It first provides that tax on distilled spirits 
shall be paid when they are withdrawn from 
the bonded warehouse. Then fo'lows the bond 
provision, permitting the giving of bond on 
May 1st., for the entire year, stating the num- 
ber of yallons he intends to place in his ware- 
house during the year, and giving penal bond 
as follows: If quantity to be stored for the 
year does not exceed 50 barrels of 40 proof 
gallons each, $1,800; 40 to 100 barreis, $5,000; 
100,to 500 bris., $4,000 ; 500 to 1,000 bris., $20,009 ; 
1,000 to 2,000 bris., $40,000; 2,500 to 5,000 bris., 
$60,000; 5,000 to 10,400 bris., $80,000; 10,000 to 
20,000 bris,, $120,000; 20,000 to 30,000 bris., 
$160,000; when exceeding 30,000 bris., $200,- 
U0, but in no case a single bond to exceed 
that sum. Additional bonds to be given if 
the quantity in warehouse demands greater 
amount, 

The second and third sections provide for 
the establishment of special bonded ware- 
houses into which distillers may transfer 
their productions,not taking them out oftheir 
own district todo so. The object of this is 
to enabie small distillers in tne country to 
remove their goods to warehouses in the 
cities and borrow money upon them, should 
they prefer doing soto selling. Is provides 
local stamps for this warehouse, also special 
stamps for spirits withdrawn for exportation. 
Attempts to withdraw spirits from these 
warehouses without paying is punished by 
$100 to$5,000 fine and imprisonment for three 
months to one year. 

The bill closes by giving the number of

Shipherd. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The Shipherd 
examination was about to commence this 
morning, when Shipherd begged the indul- 
gence of the committee for the purpose of 
calling attention to the odicial reports of the 
proceedings. He said: ‘I have been exam- 
ining this morning the hundred pages 
or more of the printed reports as prepared 
from the notes of the official reporter, and I 
find many omissions and mapy glaring inac- 
curacies. I must protest against the incon- 
sistencies and gross absurdities which I no- 
ticed in this printed evidence which has just 
been received from the Public Printer. I find 
more than twenty mistakes on a single 
page.”? 

Rice, belmont and others expressed dissat- 
isfaction at the official reports and thought 
some means should be adopted to secure a 
correct report of tne proceedings before the 
committee. Shipherd stated that upon care- 
ful examination each day be found 
the Associated Press reports as nearly 
acetirate as could be desired, and as it wasa 
matter of some importance, inasmuch as the 
evidence would besubmitted to the House and 
the country, that the investigation should be 
reported correctly, he wouldjsuggest the pro- 
priety of revising the official reports, using 
Associated Press reports as a basis. 

The official reporter recently appointed 
to supersede Hayes desired to make a state- 
ment, and explained that he was out of prac- 
tice in assuming the duties of official report- 
er, and had engaged an assistant, who would 
relieve him during the morning. 

Tne Cbairman inquired if the gentleman 
whom he had engaged was alreporter,and upon 
replying in the negative turned to Haves, 
who was present to report the proceedings 
for the Associated Press, and requested him 
to make the official report. 

Hayes declined, for the reason that he was 
not under oath, and was moreover engaged 
for the Associated Press. . 

After some further discussion the exami- 
nation was adjourned until to-morrow.

Fatal Collision of Steamers on Lake 
Huron.

DETROIT, Micn.. April 12.—The schooner 
Clayton Belle was lost at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing on Lake Huron, ten miles north of Port 
Huron. She was bound from St. Ignace to 
Erie with a cargo of pig iron for Davtnport, 
Fairbairn & Co., of Erie, Pa., and was stand- 
ing off and on waiting for a tow when the 
schooner Thomas Parsons, upward bound, 
struck her on the quarter. The Belle sank in 
seven minutes in seven fathoms of 
water.

NEW YORK, April 12.—A London dispatch 
having been published here announcing the 
rumored loss of the United States: flag ship 
Richmond, the London agent of the Associat- 
ec Press, in reply to an inquiry, says the 
rumor of the sinking of the Richmond is pub- 
lished there among some of Lloyd’s advices 
by mail and evidently of a very 
old date.

it wasin 1867 that Mr. John O’Reilly, 4 
trader and hunter, was passing through a por- 
tion of the British colony knewn as Griqua- 
land West.

Scenes in the Casino at Monte Carlo— 
An American Abroad. 
Mentone Letter to New York Tribune. 

The piay begins betimes in the forenoon— 
I think 11 o’cloek—and runs on uninterrupt- 
edly with frequent relays of croupiers until 
11 at night. here are three rooms—two de- 
voted to roulette, for which there are five 
tables, and one, with two tables, to trente-et- 
quarante. Whenever I have visited the place 
it has been early in the day, and I have found 
the players two deep around every table; but 
it is at night that the crowd is ——— and 
the excitement more intense. he rooms are 
spacious. You can promenade freely without 
disturbing the throng which watches the turn 
of the cards or the rolling of the fatal bail, 
and there are comfortable lounges in win- 
dows and recesses whence you can survey the 
scene at your ease, By day the curtains 
are drawn, that the gamblers may not be dis- 
tracted by outward scenes, and in the semi- 
obscurity you can hardly eS the rich- 
ness of the decoration. ‘The stillness is al- 
most oppressive. You step lightly. The 
monotonous cal! of the employes of ,the bank: 
** Messieurs, faites vos jeux,” is uttered al- 
most below the breath; and even when you 
are close to the table you must listen 
carefully to hear the winning color and num- 
ber. Lhave heard many stories of heavy 
gains and losses this season,in both of which 
our countrymen were the principal figures; 
but to be quite frank I have seen nothing at 
the Casino either very exciting or very allur- 
ing. I shall long retain the image of 
the palsied old man Wio sat 
bent over his pile of gold and silver, 
resting his bent head on both hands, studying 
with intense application the card upon which 
he pricked the winning numbers, oblivious 
apparently of everything around him, until 
he deemed the favorable moment come; then 
he rose with difficulty and reached out a 
trembling arm to place bis stake on the 
board, and always. while I was there, he lost. 
There is a lady of fair appearance, weli and 
quietly dressed, whom I never fail to find in 
a good seat at the routlette table. She must 
zo early to get it, and I leave her there when 
I return to Mentone in the afternoon. 
She piavs at every turn of the wheel, 
seldom risking more than twenty or twenty- 
five francs atatime, but so quivering with 
anxiety that the -oins rattlein her hand. I 
saw her win pretty well one morning; when I 
looked a few hours later her money was 
nearly gone, As for the company in general, 
it seemed to me intensely commuoaplace, 
neither brilliant enough to be attractive nor 
wicked enough to be interesting—much more 
stupid and respectable in demeanor than the 
mob of showy persons one meets at Nice in 
the Jardin Public and on the Promenade. 

I ought to except from the category of the 
commonplace a long, lank citizen of the 
United States whom I meet at the Casino and 
almost everywhere else, surveving things in 
general with an inimitable air of philosophic 
interest and serene complacency, undisturbed 
by the entertainment he affords to those about 
him. He wears a suit of coarse and heuvy 
black, evidently ready made, and much too 
large for him. The coat is a shapeless sack, 


very long in tbe skirts and the sleeves. 
A tumbied black silk neckerchief is 
wound about a high limp collar, of 


which it is impossible to say whether it is 
meant to stand up or turn over, and the figure 
is crowned by a black felt hat, at whose stu- 
pendous breadth the effete populations of 
Europe are never tired of wondering.

pressions of the Casino, the Mediterranean, 
the concert we had just listened to, and in 
particular the manner and customs of the 
British visitors, occasionally throwing his 
jaws wide open for a short and vigorous 
laugh, and bending his stiff form in the mid- 
die like the shutting up of a jack-knife. **‘Now 
I,”? he exclaimed in a confidential parenthe- 
sis, ‘‘I ain’t an Euglishman!”

These figures prove 
Mr. Todhunter to be the iargest stock-raiser 
in the country. Thereare others who send 
more cattle to the market, but they buy them 
instead of raising them. He has over 20,000 
head of stock cattleand over 100,000 acres of 

atented land. He got patents last month 
or 35,000 acres of swamp land in one bunch. 
He his about 1,000 bul's and 300 saddle- 
horses. He employs fifty men, and puts up 
2,500 tons of hay to guard against hard win- 
ters. He keeps 100 work-horses, and raises 
grain enough to feed all his saddie and work 
stock. Besides his cattle, he has 700 or 890 
stock-horses, four jacks and tiftv stallions. 
His stock is divided among four ranches—one 
known as the White House Ranch, lying just 
inside the Oregon line, where 5,000 head are

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Why Crittenden Should Be Indicted. 

BLACKSTONE ON JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE.— 
Justifiable homicide isof divers kinds. Sueh 
asis owing to some unavoidable necessity 
without any will, intention or desire, without 
any inadvertence or negligence in the party 
killing, and therefore without any shadow of 
blame. A&8, for instance, by virtue of such an 
office as obliges one, in the excution of public 
justice, to put a malefactor to death, who 
hath forfeited his life by the laws and verdict 
of his country. This is an act of necessity,and 
even of civil duty; and, therefore, not only 
justifiable but commendable where the law re- 
quiresit. Butthe law must require it, other- 
wise itis not justifiable; thersfore, wantonly to 
kill the greatest of malefactors, a felon or a traitor, 
attainted or outlawed, deliberately, uncompelled and 
extra/judicially, is MURDER. 

BLACKSTONE ON OUTLAWRY.—The outlaw’s 
life,. is however, stili under the pro- 
tection of the law, as hath been formerly 
observed; so that though anciently an out- 
lawed felon was said to have caput lupinum, 
and might have been knoeked on the head like 
a wolf by any one that shouid meet him, be- 
cause, having renounced ali law, he was to be 
dealt with as in a state of nature, when every 
one that shoula find him might slay him; 
yet, now, to avoid such inhumanity, it ts holden 
that no man is entitled to kill him wantonly or will- 
fully, but in so doing is guiliy of MURDER, unless 
it happens in the endeavor to Jawfully appre- 
hend him. 

AN ACCESSORY DEFINED.—An Accessory Before 
the Fact is one who, being absent at the time 
of the crime committed, yet procures, counsels 
or commands another to commit it. Bouvier’s 
Law Dictionary, 1 Hale 615, Wharton Criminal 
Law, §134. An accessory before or after the fact 
may be indicted, tried and punished, 
notwithstanding the principal felon may not 
have been arrested, tried and convicted. 
Statutes of Missouri, § 1651.

The Governor’s Predicament. 
ST. Louis, April 11, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Section 1649 of the Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri declares the accessory before the fact to 
be a princ!pal and subjects}him to the same 
punishment as the feion wifo actually does the 
deed. The warmest friends of Gov. Critten- 
dén do not undertake to deny thatin advising 
and counseling the assassinationhe has been 
guilty, technically at least, of murder; but 
they attemptto use the convenient and de- 
ceptive aphorism that ‘‘the end justifies 
the means’’ as a plea in_ confes- 


sion and avoidance, and also pretend to at- 
tribute to weakness of mind and sentimental- 
ity of thought the just indignation aroused 
against the gubernatorial assassin. My es 
is that ridicule is tne dernier ressort of a de 
fenseless Cause, andthat no end to be accom- 
plished can justify the dethronement of law 
and sacrifice ot a people’s honor. The su. 
premacy of thelaw asthe oniv test of crime 
and awarder of punishmentis the anchoring 
principle most firmly imbéddedin the genius 
of our institutions. The abandenment of this 
principle opens the door to confusion and dés- 
potism, and if the assassination of the 
greatest ciiminal can be justified, so can that 
of the second, third and fourth greatest; and 
we find, as a result, that the Governor’s opin- 
ion becomes the arbiter of life, and that we 
have exchanged a safe and uniform principle 
for a dangerous and capricious sentiment. 

The expunging of Jesse James, even by the 
hand of treacherous friendship, would have 
been a cause of public rejoicing; but his assas- 
sination by Crittenden, as Governor, 18 a pub- 
lic calamity. Assassination contains every 
element of the lawless, andis the law’s most 
perfect antithesis; and for the law’s highest 
representative to resort to it, is a glaring and 
suicidal inconsistency that cannot be for a mo- 
ment tolerated, and that demands from the 
hands of the peopie a most emphatic repudia- 
tion by a pnbiic indictment of the arch-assas- 
sin. Crittenden’s oath and the law plainly 
pointed out his duty,and it would be a shameful 
confession for the State to admit that all her 
constituted powers were unable to drag the 
criminal from his well known lair during his 
three months’ residence at St. Joseph. Assas 
sination seems to have been a choice; and the 
indelible imprint of its bloody hand upon the 
law,s ‘‘holy of holies,’’ the Executive chair, 
will, in its moral effect, be more disastrous to 
the sum total of our history as a people than 
would have been the ravages of Jesse James 
through a life of three-score years and on.

The Spring Trade and why Chicago Beats 
St. Louis From a Drummer’s 
Standpoint. 


At a recent secret meeting of the merchants 
of this city the present condition trade was 
canvassed thoroughly and the adVantages op. 
tained by Chicago were discussed in detail. ]; 
was found thatthe dilatoriness of the spring 
trade was occasioned partially by the Southerg 
floods, but really by the incursions made upoy 
the State by enterprising merchants of the 
city atthe lake. A system of passes was dis. 
covered to exist extending downinto Arkap. 
sas and Texas, while Chicago drummers were 
swarming through the Ozark Hills. It was ip. 
formally agreed that the raiiroads should be 
appealed to for a similar system of trade tick. 
ets, surrounded by such restrictions as wonjiq 
protect the corporations and subserve the end 


desired. the situation of affairs in 
trade circles, while not of a very 
critical nature, is at least discouraging, ang 
the commercial travelers are considerably ex. 
ercised aboutit. Of course ‘‘der drummer is 
der most innocentest man on der road,’’ as 
Ssam’l of Posen says, but he frequently has, 
better insight into the eanses of trade changes 
than the merchants themselves. Their oppor. 
tunities are better and their contact with al 
classes of trade more frequent. 

This morning a reporter of the Post. Dispatca 
visited the office of the Western Commercial 
Travelers’ Association, in the Singer Building, 
for the purpose of canvassing the situation 
from a drummer’s standpoint. Mr. 8S. H. 
Soyster, the secretary, disengaged himself 
from his books and consented to tale about 
trade and the commercial men. 

‘‘Whatisthe matter with the spring busi. 
ness?’’ inquired the reporter . 

‘*Well,’’ replied the Secretary, ‘‘it is rather 
difficult to trankly diagnose the case without 
some prejudice. Five years ago the leading 
merchants of St. Louis took a pride in having 
well-paid, experienced drummers on the 
road, who broucht an enormous run of trade. 
Salaries then averaged $8,000 a year and ex- 
penses, and there had developed in this city 
an enterprising crowd of tradesmen. Many 
were receiving $5,000 a year, and more 
than earned their salaries. At the first 
attack of dullness, the drummers’ salaries 
were reduced and their work discouraged, so 
that to-day the compensation scarcely aver- 
ages $1,800 a year. Merchants arrued that ifa 
commercial man whoreceived $3,000 a year 
could be dispiaced for one willing to labor tor 
$:,500 a year a clean saving of one-half wourd 
be effected, forgetting that the old drummers 
could travel for at least $3 a day lessand se. 
cure twenty per cent more trade than the 
cheaper man.’’ ; 

‘*And what followed?’ ! 

‘*Results the most natural and certain. The 
leading drummers found better positions in 
Chicago, and were sent into Missouri on their 
old trails. You see the advantages they pos- 
sess? Knowing every merchant in the State 
and appreciating the weak points of this city, 
what more effectual weapons could Chicago 
desire? One of the largest dry goods houses 
in St. Louis, continuing this line of policy, 
last week dismissed all its experienced 
travelers and put upon the road its floor sales- 
men. 
by another dry goods establishment equaliy 
aslarge. Aleading grocery house has dis- 
charged nearly all its drummers and now only 
send out collectors and men representing 
specialties.’’ 

‘*Are there fewer druinmers now than five 
years ago?’’ 

‘‘By no means. The list is more extensive 
than ever, but the saiaries are less, 
younger men are coming intothe trade, with 
plenty of ambition but no particular experi- 
ence.’ 

‘*What line of goods pays the highest salaries 
to commercial travelers?’’ 

‘*The clothing houses, for their profits are 
larger. Standard houses, dealing in such 
necessuries as dry goods and groceries, seli on" 
narrow margins and must have 'an enormous 
business to make anything like an equal profit.

better than clothing houses, suc 
as silver-plated ware, diamonds,and the like. 
I traveled for a number of years forthe Meri- 
den Silverware Company, of Connecticut, with 
aterritory extendisg south from the Ohio 
River and west of the Mississippi. In that 
enormous territory, where I obtained a busi- 
ness of §20,000,the profits to the company wers 
equal to those of the dry goods house that 
obtained $75,000 worth of truue. Thus we had 
only to get one fourth of a dry goods trade in 
order to equal their profits.’’ 

‘‘How many members are there in the Weat- 
ern Commercial Travelers’ Association?’’

Persons who want to arrive at the exact 
meaning of the terms squalor, filth and 
wretchedness should visit the cheap boarding- 
houses on the levee. A trip through them will 
yield more experience than many an excur- 
sion to more distant and hist rical spots. 

The St. Louis levee is not what it used to be 
The vast numver of boats which formerly 
crowded the water’sedge are things Of. the 
past. The vast army of roustabouts which 
was accustomed to crowd the ievee on idle 
days has been several times decimated, yeta 
respectabie fragment remains. 

The place to see this trugment in all its 
glory isin the levee boarding-houses. The 
‘‘rousters’’ are now mvustly negro-s. Occa 
sionally a white man is found amoung them, 
but he has ahard time ot it and 1s looked 
dowu upon by the mate whois his boss and 
by the negroes who are his companions, 
As a class the roustabout is a sturdy, hard- 
worked, weil cursed inaividual.

While the b vat is out, 
or is loading or unloading at the wharf, all be 
knows is that he must manage to avoid the 
mate’s disappearance,or the result will be dis- 
astroustohim.

TEACHER’S RATTANS. 


How Corpore!l Punishment is Inflicted on a 
Girl by a Colored Teacher. 


A Post DISPATCH reporter passing down 
Poplar street, noticing a throng of excited 
women in front of No. 615, paused to ascertain 
the cause. He wasinvited to enter and there 
he found Mrs. Annie Hemans, a colored wo- 
man, holding her 14 year-old daughter Lotta 
in herarms and bathing sundry bruises and 
contusiens that were scattered puomiscuously 
over the child’s body. When questioned as 
to how they were inflicted the mother replied 
that Lotta hed been unwarrantably 
and unmercifully beaten by her school- 
teacher, John Freeman (colored), at the 


Sumner High School on Eleventh street. The 
child was asked to what cause the whipping 
could be ascribed. 

‘*Simply because I could not read loud 
enough,’’ was the reply. ‘‘He ordered me 
several times to read louder, and, upon ny 
not doing so, jerked me out of my seat, tore 
my apronintwo, and beat me over the bead 
and body with two different rattans, both of 
which he broke.’’ 

Here the mother interposed, and 
volunteered the information .that her 
child had been very delicate from birth and 
had always been icted with weak lungs. 

Mrs. Hemans called on Superintendent 
Long last night and laid the case before him. 
He was apparentiv very mach incensed, and 
asserted that summary action would be taken 
against the teacher, were her statements cor- 
rect. 

This morning Mr John Freeman,the teach- 
er, was seen Dy a Post DISPATCH reporter and 
asked to state bis side of the case. 

This he at first deciined todo, referring the 
reporter to Mr. Waring, principal nat 
geotieman immediately summoned Mr. Free. 
man before bim and ordered bim 
to make a statement of the occur. 
rence, which he had neglected to do hereto- 
fore. 

He was asked if the above statement was 


correct. 

‘It is entirely incorrect,’’ was the reply; ‘‘1 
punished the girl, but had sufficient cause tor 
the act.’’ 

**Did you strike the girl with rattans?’’ ven- 
tured the reporter.

‘*Ohn, not enough to amount to anythine,’’ 
was the innocent rejoind:r. *-1 d-n’t think I 
could have hit her Over a dozea ti mes. Tuat’s 
nothing, you know.’’

‘*Oh, | wasn’t particular; about the shoul- 
ders and arms, I guess.’”’ 

‘‘Why did you punish her?’’ 

‘*‘Because, when I ordered her to read lond 
er, she replied that she couidn’t, that she was 
doing the best she could, and if that didn’t 
suit she didn’t care.’’ 

‘How do vou account for the large bruises 
on her wrist?’’ 

‘*That’s where I held the girl when I whip- 
ped her.’’
